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wh e r e in th e forming unit forms tho imago data on th e substitute r e cording m e dium 
having a first size that is pr e det e rmin e d with r e spoot to th e r e cording m e dium siz e , without 
reduction by the reducing unit, when tho different sizes of tho plurality of recording media 
accommodated in the plurality of supply parts do not include the r e cording m e dium siz e but 
include the first siz e , and 

wherein the forming unit forms th e imag e data on the substitute recording medium 
having a second siz e that is larg e r than th e first size and is pred e termin e d with respoot to the 
recording medium siz e , without r e duction by the reducing unit, wh e n th e different sizes of the 
plurality of recording m e dia accommodat e d in the plurality of supply parts do not include th e 
recording modium r.izo nor tho first size but includ e the s e cond siz e the image data subjected 
to the magnification or the reduction by the zoom unit depending on the setting received by 
the setting unit .
